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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


~ WHO IS TO BLAME? 


“Js corruption His? No! His children—it is their 
Alemish. 


NLY a Moses could have said this. Only a man of 
his moral stature and spiritual calibre could have 
given utterance to so daring, challenging, and revolu- 

tionary a statement. In doing so, he broke with all past 
traditions; and to this day his viewpoint is still ahead of 
history. 

Consider the prevalent reactions to national defeat or 
disaster. They naturally vary with the character and 
temperament of the defeated; but the variations are nearly 
always within well-defined limits. 

To some the very word defeat is malodorous. It smacks 
of weakness; it implies censure. Betrayal sounds more 
wholesome. And so, in a fit of pathetic frenzy they cry: 
“ We have been betrayed,” and look round for a scapegoat, 
not realising that “ Qui s‘excuse s‘accuse.” 

Others find their apologia in the strength of the enemy. 
The latter prevailed because they were so much stronger. 
They were not the better men, but they possessed more 
brute power. The wild beast is not more courageous, 
understanding, or morally perfect that the human victim 
it may rend; but, alas, it has more strength. _ This category 
of losers, too, makes it abundantly clear that the fault is 
not with the defeated. 


There ts still another type. For their excuse they turn 
to Providence. They storm Heaven with their cries of 
moral indignation. How can the Righteous God remain 
indifferent to the heinous crimes of carnage and devasta- 
tion perpetrated by the bloodthirsty foe’ Surely they are 
the innocent victims of an unjust fate' Theirs is not the 
sin. or blame: Providence must answer for it all. 

Only Moses had the moral fortitude to say: “ No' His 
children—it ts their blemish.” This was no sudden gust of 
penitential confession—a convulsive “mea culpa” uttered 
by a feeble soul in the lowest abyss of despair. It was 
the deliberate pronouncement of the Lord of the Prophets, 
the great Lawgiver of Israel, teaching His people the eternal 
Song of History, the unchanging Lesson of all the genera- 
tions, the unending Moral, the perennial Truth of the 
Human Drama in all tts multitudinous scenes, acts, and 
ages. It was the Hebraic revelation on the great theme 
of Guilt--war guilt, defeat guilt, the guilt behind every 
collective human calamity. With incisive simplicity, it 
said: Yours is the blame-—not God's. Blame yourself, not 
others, first and foremost' 


(jt Sages, who inherited not a litthe of Moses’ flair for 

truth—-even the hurtful truth-——-likewise fought the 
great Sham of Self-exculpation. In their day, too, men 
asked: Where is God, where His omnipotence’? And 
with gentle yet devastating irony, they replied: 7 7A 
NN This indeed is His 


strength that He is able to subdue His anger against the 
wicked... 

We need to learn this great spiritual lesson; for the 
specious Sham of blame-placing ts again lifting its head. 
In the last war we blamed the Kaiser. Without a doubt 
the Kaiser was not innocent. We athaed the war guilt on 
Germany. Certainly Germany had much to answer for. 
Bui was that all? Did none other share, by sins of 
omission or commission, in the responsibility for the 
world-wide human holocaust’? Why did we not realise and 
confess that there were not only gangster nations, like 
Germany——but that there were also gangster-producing 
conditions in the world, fer which humanity had to accept 
corporate blame? There was iniquity in international 
relations.-and iniquitous class distinction in every country. 
Ihere were wrongs done to the poor, and there was 
oppressive exploitation of the workers. Autocracies of all 
kinds were allowed to exist, and © Pigmentocracies ” gloried 
in their colour bars. Ostensibly, the world had been rid 
of slavery, yet there were men to be found in bondage in 
every part of the world. Minority rights had been conceded 
and ratified, nevertheless, pogroms continued to be per- 
petrated in defiance of all civilised laws and standards. 

Evil is an ever-rising tide. Its effects cannot be confined 
to any one people or portion of the globe. If it 1s not 
climinated in time, it overflows and devastates the rest of 
the world. Justice is a universal trust, in the benefits and 
responsibilities of which all humanity must share. These 
are eternal verities; but the world did not understand them, 


HIS war is the sequel to the first. It is not only a con- 
tinuation of the military struggle, it springs from the 
same root-causes. We know that Hitler ts the primary 
culprit. that at his door are to be laid the mefflable crimes 
that are being committed every moment of the day on 
soldiers and civilians alike. We know that there its no 
human punishment adequate to expiate the blood guilt 
resting on his demoniac head. But do we also know that 
part—and no inconsiderable part either—-of the world’s 
tragic sorrow is to be traced back to the sins of humanity 
as a whole, to those world conditions that make the birth 
and growth of Hitlerism possible? Unless we realise this 
dominating truth we are hopelessly doomed—doomed to 
lose the peace, and to witness the re-enactment of the whole 
grisly catastrophe-—aggravated by newer and still more 
devilishly effective armaments-—-within another generation. 
Let us cease parading ourselves as “ innocents abroad,” 
and let us put an end to this senseless. querulous railing 
against Providence. Job challenged Heaven with many 
questions: but he failed to answer even one of God's 
queries. Can we do better? § It is futile to look at the 
red glow in the sky after an air raid, and thunder indig- 
nantly: Where is the Good God? The proper place to 
look for the Good God is in one’s own heart? If there 
one cannot find Him, then indeed the tragedy ts unrelievedly 
dark and hopeless. 

_At this climacteric of human history we need God more 
vitally than ever before. We need the Faith that He alone 
can inspire. We need His spiritual Light, and the com- 
pelling motive of His Divine Law of Justice. Above all,

FUND-RAISING BODIES TO BE 
CONTROLLED BY Z.O.A, 


American Zionists’ Resolution 


A resolution, briefly reported in our issue of September 19, 
which was unanimously passed by the plenary session of the 
Conventioe of the Zionmt Organisation of America, im Cincinnati, 
is expected, states the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, to have far- 
reaching consequence. It puts the United Palestine Appeal, the 
Jewish National Fund, and the Zionist Emergency Commiutice 
largely under the contro! of the Zionist Organisation of America. 

The resolution, which is considered a tremendous victory for 
the present Z.0.A. Administration over its opposition, provides, 
first, that no member of the Z.0.A. shall serve as a member of 
the governing body of the U.P.A., Jewish National Fund, Keren 
Hayesod, or Zionist Emergency Council unless so designated by 
the Z.0.A. Exccutive. Secondly, such designated members will 
be responsible to the Z.0.A. Executive for thew official acts. 
Thirdly, they can be recalled from office at any time by the 
ZOA, Exccutive. 

Hitherto the organisations named above have acted inde- 

ndently, but for some time Dr. Solomon Goldman, Vice- 
President of the Organisation, has been leading a movement 
demanding that the Z.0.A. should acquire control over Zionist 
fund-raising agencies in America, as well as over the Emergency 
Committee which deals with Zionist political matters in America. 
The chief opponent to this movement was Mr. Louis Lipsky, but 
he withdrew his opposition at the last moment. 

The resolution does not deprive Hadassah, the Mizrachi, and 
the Poale Zion of their right to have independent proportional 
representation in the above-named agencies, 

Ihe Convention also passed a reso} agrecing to participate 
in the “ Land for Victory “ Campai ich. the Jewish National 
Fund in America has proclaimed to we the fortieth anne- 
versary of the Keren Kayemet.

National Fund a sum sufficient for the acquisition of 10,000 
dunams of land, towards a general objective of 40,000 dunams, 
funds for which the Jewish National Fund has undertaken to 
raise in the United States. 

A statement that had gained currency that the political com- 
mittee at the Convention declined the suggestion to pass a resolu- 
tion on Soviet Russia as a British Ally in the present war, was 
denied in Washington, states the J.T.A.. by Rabbi Isadore 
Breslau, Executive Director of the Organisation. 

“ No political resolutions were considered or adopted, other 
than the one proclamation presented to the Convention by 
Dr. Wise on September 7 and unanimously adopted,” Rabbi 
Breslau said. “ The proclamation included a paragraph saying, 
* We are confident that the mighty effort of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, China Russia, Free France, and all 
their Allies, with the increasingly effective aid of our own 
country, will, under God, result in the total defeat of Hitlerism 
and in the triumph of freedom.’ This proclamation was 
intended to cover all political matters, and it includes a definite 
and specific reference to Russia, along with the other major 
belligerents, as deserving of our encouragement and support.”

Special prayers for the rooting out of the evil forces, for an 
Allied victory, for the welfare of the Jewish soldiers in the 
front line, and for the redemption of Isracl were offered during 
the Rosh Hashana services in Palestine. 

The Synagogues were crowded throughout the country, reports 
Palcor, and there was a considerable khaki element among the 
worshippers, who included Palestinian, British, South African, 
Australian, and New Zealand soldiers. In many Synagogues 
special places of honour were reserved for groups of soldiers. 

A large number of the visitors, estimated at 12,000, who had 
flocked to Jerusalem for the Festivals, visited the Wailing Wall. 

On the first day of Rosh Hoshana an alert was sounded in 
Tel-Aviv, lasting half-an-hour. No incident, however, developed. 


PALESTINIAN CASUALTY LIST 
Jewish Soldiers Prisoners of War 


The 18th casualty list of Palestinian soldiers fighting with the 
British Forces, published in Jerusalem, records the names of 
161 soldiers, all of them Jews, previously reported missing, who 
are now known to be prisoners of war. The list also contains 
the names of 13 soldiers previously reported missing, who are 
now known to be safe. Ten Jews are reported missing, includ- 
ing Lieutenant Kaizer. Two prisoners of war are reported to 
have died of their wounds, while one Jewish soldier is reported 
to have died in action.

GESTAPO RULE IN PRAGUE 
“ Reprisal” Threats to Jews: 


The new Nazi regime in Prague, where Heydrich, the 
notorious Gestapo chief, is now “ Protector” in place of 
the “ indisposed " Baron von Neurath, will be fraught with 
dire consequences for the Jews. Already Heydrich has 
announced that “ irresponsible sections of the population in 
the pay of the enemy ” had recently committed acts hostile 
to the Reich and had “ brought the people of the Protec- 
torate into conflict with the interests of the Reich.” 

And no doubt he will have little hesitation in listing the Jews 
among the hostile elements who must be suppressed. Even before 
the proclamation of martial law further measures against Jews 
were threatened in the Nazi-controlled Press as a “ reprisal ” 
against propaganda from London urging Czechs not to read their 
newspapers for a week as a protest against cultural and political 
oppression. The Pracer Asenp alleged that Jews were 
dominating the Czech broadcasts from London. and were con- 
emg trying to incite the Czechs to behaviour which might 
have the gravest consequences for themselves. “ London Jews,” 
the paper added, “ also exhort Czech workers and employees to 
work slowly and badly, thus inducing them to risk dismissal. 

“ Should this criminal audacity succeed,” the paper. continued, 
“ it would become necessary to consider reprisals against Jews in 
the Protectorate, so as to make those Jews hiding in the London 
underworld realise that their propaganda of incitement will harm 
their own race and not only the Czechs, whose fate has no interest 


UNDERGROUND BELGIUM 
Reply to “ Yellow Badge” Campaign 


In future, under a new Nazi order in Belgium, if any 
German soldier or policeman is killed, five persons or more 
will be arrested and executed. All persons at present under 
arrest for political offences will be considered as hostages. 

The military governor of Brussels has decreed a curfew for 
Jews extending from 8 p.m. to 7 a.m. Jews are forbidden to 
travel elsewhere than to Brussels, Antwerp, Liége, and Charleroi. 
_ Three non-Jews have been sentenced in Antwerp to 18 months’ 
imprisonment for helping Jews to escape from Belgium to 
unoccupied France. 

That spontaneous patriotic demonstrations have been staged 
by Belgian citizens as a protest against the introduction of 
anti-Semitic measures is revealed by the Flemish Nazi 
VOLK EN STAAT, which says that immediately after the German 
decree forcing Jews to designate their businesses by a notice 
reading “ Jewish enterprise,” “ certain people have exhibited 
notices decorated with the Belgian flag and with the inscription 
“ Belgian enterprise" in their shop windows. The paper 
remarks bitterly that this was not demanded by the German 
order, nor was the introduction of the Magen David for Jews 
in Belgium meant as a signal for pro-British Belgians to wear 
their national colours. 

An energetic campaign against Nazi Jew-baiting has been 
launched by the Belgian “ underground ™ Press following the 
recent order making compulsory the wearing of the Magen 
David by Jews in Belgium. The patriots particularly denounce 
those Belgian opportunists who are collaborating with the 
occupying authorities, although they themselves had previously 
denounced anti-Semitism as a plague. 


The illegal Linge Beicique contains a violent attack against 
the Belgian littérateur, Horace van Offel, who is accused of 
supporting the policy of the occupation authorities. The writer 
wotes a declaration sent by him in 1939 to the Council of 
Jewish Associations in Brussels, stating that “ the persecution of 
Jews is contrary to the teachings of the Christian religion, as 
well as the teachings of philosophy and science. They are a 
challenge and an outrage to civilisation, They are distressing 
and revolting to the conscience of humanity. I may add that 
I have many Jewish friends, and I could never do other than 
praise their gencrosity and loyalty.” The Liars Betoious 
comments that M. van Offel is now very careful not to remind 
his “new masters” of his somewhat “ compromising 
antecedents.” 


DEATH FOR OWNING WIRELESS SET 
Nazis Terrorise French Jews 


The Nazi authorities in Paris have issued a final warning 
to Jews in occupied France to surrender their wireless sets. 
Many Jews, they allege, are deliberately refusing to part 
with their sets in order to be able to spread British and 
Russian propaganda. All Jews found in possession of wire- 
less sets, the Nazis now threaten, will be liable to the 
death penalty.

FREE FRENCH “SHADOW 
| CABINET ” 
Professor Cassin’s Appointment 


Professor René Cassin, who has been appointed by 
General de Gaulle as a member of the new French National 
Committee—he will be in charge of the departments of 
Justice and Public Education—has, apart from his activities 
as a legal expert, been a prominent figure in French politics 
for many years. 

He was one of France's delegates to the League of Nations from 
1924 to 1935, and also attended the Disarmament Conference. 
He was President of the French counterpart of the League of 
: Nations Union. In addition to his Professorship in Civil Law 
at Paris University, he was Professor at the Hague Academy 
of International Law. He served in the last war and was at 
one time President of the Injured and Ex-Servicemen's Federal 
Union. He is 54 years of age. 

On Wednesday of last week at the Inter-Allied Conference 
in London, he represented Free France (he was the only Jewish 
delegate at the Conference) and announced that General de 
Gaulle considered that the historic Churchill-Roosevelt state- 
ment meant the ultimate assurance of the “ essential liberties 
of man.” Professor Cassin’s words complement those of 
General de Gaulle on the previous day, when he stated that all ad 
the decrees of the Vichy Government would be declared null ; 
and void. 
Though the new National Committee will not have the status 
; of a provisional Government, General de Gaulle has said that 
in effect it would be equivalent to one, since it would be a 
gathering of men with authority over all Free French territories.

RELIGIOUS FREEDOM IN RUSSIA 
M. Maisky Describes Soviet Law 


M. Maisky, the Soviet Ambassador, in his speech at the 
American Chamber of Commerce in Londop last weck, 
made detailed references to the position of religion in the 
U.S.S.R., claiming that full freedom of religion was 
practised, 

He said: “ The Soviet Union considers that religion is a private 
matter for each citizen... In spite of what is thought by so 
many, religion in my country is not persecuted and every citizen 
has the right to. believe or not to believe, according to his or her 
own conscience. Article 124 of the Stalin Constitution reads: 
‘ In order to ensure to citizens freedom of conscience, the Church 
in the U.S.S.R. is separated from the State, and the schoo! from 
the Church. Freedom of religious worship and freedom of anti- 
religious propaganda is recognised for all citizens.’ 

“ This article,” continued M. Maisky, “ is quite clear, and it 
is by no means a dead letter. Indeed, in 1940, in the Soviet Union 
there were over 30,000 independent religious communities of 
every kind, over 8,000 churches, and about 60,000 priests and 
ministers of religion. Believers practise their religions freely, they 
frequent services, they marry in church, christen their children, 
have religious funerals, celebrate religious festivals, clect leaders 
of their congrcgations. 

The Soviet Government did not, and does not,” he asserted. 
“support any one religion in the Sovict Union, but it puts at their 
disposal free of rent premises for religious observance, exempting 
all such premises from taxation. Soviet courts of law punish 
those who violate the rights of believers. Priests and ministers of 
religion enjoy equal rights with all other citizens; in particular, 


they enjoy clectoral rights to the Supreme Soviet and all other 
electoral institutions of the Soviet Union. . . . In general there 
is a considerable variety in the religious life of the Soviet Union, 
and no obstacles are put in the way of their activities, so long as 
they remain in their natural sphere of their human conscience and 
faith.” 

While M. Maisky did not give details about Jewish religious 
practice in Russia, these were made available recently in 
Soviet War News, the daily bulletin issued by the Press depart- 
ment of the Soviet Embassy in London. Listing the various 
creeds and sects in the U.S.S.R., the bulletin stated that there 
were in the U.S.S.R. 1,011 Synagogues and 2,559 Rabbis. 
In Moscow, there were three Synagogues, of which one is the 
Great Choral Synagogue. 


JEWISH SOLDIER “ TOOK ” ITALIAN 
ISLAND 


An Incident in East African Campaign 


When, in the course of the East African campaign, the 
Italians surrendered the Island of Jumbo, Italian Somaliland, 
to the victorious South African and Impcrial troops, a young 
Jewish soldier was the first white man of the South African 
Forces to cross the Juba River and land on Jumbo Island, the 
Zionist Recorp, of South Africa, reports. 

The soldier was Lance-Corporal Michael Ben Aric, of Cape- 
town, and he had been chosen by his Commanding Officer to 
row across the Juba to Jumbo and demand from the Italians, 
who had hoisted the white flag, whether they really intended 
to capitulate. As this flag might well have been a decoy, L/Cpl. 
Ben Arie’s task was not without danger. 

L/Cpl. Ben Arie is well known in Capctown as an active

royal refugees and with the Sassoons of the Orient and with 
the Rothschilds and Warburgs of Europe in another theme 
song. . . . ‘Our investments in India, Africa, and Europe must 
be preserved. Save democracy! When he was reproached 
with naming only Jewish bankers, Wheeler professed to have 
been ignorant of the fact that Sassoon was a Jew (claiming he 
believed he was some sort of Oriental), and stated that the 
choice was wholly accidental. = 

Tue Narion added other evidence of Wheeler's anti-Semitism: 
the story of a long friendly telephone call from Father Coughlin 
one evening; Mrs. Wheeler's confessed anti-Semitism ; and 
Wheeler's praise of the avowedly Fascist Senator Reynolds's 
“courage and ability’ in the CONGRESSIONAL RecorD. (A 
number of anti-Jewish Senators and Congressmen make a 
practice of inserting their slanders in the CONGRESSIONAL 
Recorp, which they can then circulate as a convenient form 
of anti-Jewish propaganda.) Additional evidence is Wheeler's 
support of his protégé, former Congressman Jacob Thorkelson, 
of Montana, “ probably the loudest Fascist ever to deliver his 
beer-hall rantings on the floor of Congress,” and the fact, 
reported in the New Repustic, that Wheeler has presented 
enormous quantities of his tranked, unaddressed envelopes for 
distribution to such American organisations as the Christian 
Front. the American Coalition Society, and the Christian 
Mobilisers of Joe E. McWilliams, the “ Fihrer”’ of New 
York's sidewalks. 

Point is led to the New Repvuatic’s charge by the news last 
week that agents of the Department of Justice have seized in 
the offices of two isolationist organisations three bales of un- 
used envelopes, franked for free passage through the mails by 
well-known isolationist members of Congress. The franks were 
those of Senator Nyc; Senator Clark, of Idaho; and the late 
Senator Lundeen, of Minnesota; of Representative Day, of 
Illinois: Representative Sweeney, of Ohio; and Representative 
Tinkham. of Massachusetts: and of former Representative 
lhorkelson. The envelopes, none of which was addressed, con- 
tained copies of speeches by isolationist Congressmen. The 
Assistant Attorney-General, who is conducting an investigation 
into the activities of suspected Nazi agents, declared in open 
court in Washington that “ known German agents " gave moncy 
to both these isolationist organisations—the “ Make Europe 
Pay and the “ Islands for War Debts ” committees. 


“Not Anti-Semitic, but .. .” 


Writing in Common Sense, Frank C. Hanighen, Senator 
Wheeler's close friend and fellow-isolationist, made a very 
curious rebuttal to these charges against Wheeler. He said: 
“ To begin with, it is a fact that Wheeler ts angry with the 
Jews. But that dosn't mean he's anti-Semitic. He is angry 
just as a lawyer is angry with clients who are spoiling the case 
which he knows he'll one day have to plead. _ Obviously, 
the anti-Semites will claim that the Jews got us into war or 
tried to get us into war. Whecler knows this is false. But he 
knows that it will be difficult to disprove, in view of the way 
many Jews are acting to-day. ... There has never been a Jewish 
pogrom in this country. It is the duty of liberals cvery- 
where to fight anti-Semitism. But the Jews have a duty too 

to make it easy for liberals to carry on this fight.” Whether 
consciously or not, the JewtsH Survey points out, Hanighen’s 
argument is simple flagrant blackmail: “If you Jews want to 
keep healthy, switch sides. Otherwise—maybe pogroms.’ 

Ihe same sort of thing, it adds, has come from Lindbergh. 
* There is no room for doubt that he will use anti-Semitism for 
his purposes with complete unscrupulousness, as he has used 
every other available weapon, even including his father’s 
courageous liberal record.’ Lindbergh, u recalls, spoke of 
“the trend toward war’ as being directed by an “* organised 
nmunority.” He said: “A refugee who steps from the gang- 
plank and advocates war is acclaimed as a defender of freedom. 
A native-born American who opposes war is called a filth 
columnist.” This statement, it comments, is hardly surprising 
nm a man who would “a hundred times see my country ally 
herself with Germany . . . than with . . . Soviet Russia.” 

Senator Nye, who has played a leading part in appeasement 
circles, recently addressed a mecting of the German-American 
Steuben Society, and delivered a strong attack on Britain. The 
mecting was picketed by anti-Nazis, who carried sighs reading: 
* Senator Nye, the Fiihrer thanks you for your many services.” 
Nye, like Wheeler and Lindbergh, has been blaming Jews for 
pushing America into war. Nye has stated in an interview, 
“As Lindbergh said, without being anti-Semitic, those of the 
Jewish taith are contributing to cause intervention. Their interest 
is natural, If I were one of them I would feel as they do 
towards those who have persecuted my people. But | should 
not try to let my natural hatred blind me to the first and best 
interest of my Own country.” 


“ Blame It All on the Jews ” 


One of the most notorious among the Congress anti- 
Semites ts Representative John F. Rankin, of Mississippi. 
who was brought to public notice when Representative Michael 
Edelstein, of New York, suddenly died after replying to Rankin’s 
baiting of “our international Jewish brethren.’ It was 
recently reported in the anti-Nazi Howr that Rankin had con- 
ferred in Washington with George Paganelli, a well-known anti- 
Semite, on devising a con¢rete policy for saddling Jews with 
responsibility for the war. Paganelli, boasting to friends—it 
is alleged—dquoted a formula by Rankin: “ Blame the war on 
the Jews. Label this a Jewish war, a war brought about by 
international Jewish bankers. Spread this around the country 
and our battle is won.” 

Congressman Rankin’s activity is an isolationist—but not an 
isolated—phenomenon. Kenneth Crawford, the Washington 
correspondent of PM, has revealed that Edelstein. in discussion 
with him, had expressed profound disturbance at the amount of 
anti-Semitism to be found in his own Party—the Democratic 
Party—the Party which was headed by President Roosevelt. 
Particularly was he disturbed, said Crawford. at the manifesta- 
tions of anti-Semitism among the Southern Democratic Congress- 
men and Senators. 

One of these, allegedly also a close friend of Paganelli’s, is 
Senator Reynolds, of North Carolina, who, it should be noted, 
is Chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, and 
one of the most outspoken reactionaries in the Congress. 
Reynolds has a record as a_ labour-baiter, alien-baiter, and 
Jew-baiter, is founder of a native Fascist organisation, the 
“ American Vindicators,” and has been a champion of Hitler 
and Mussolini. He recently declared: “I am glad to state 
without the least hesitation that I am absolutely againsi the 
United States waging war for the purpose of protecting the 
Jews anywhere in the world.” He also attacked anti-Nazi films 
as “false propaganda.” (Readers will recall the recent 
Senate “ investigation’ into Hollywood's alleged “ anti-Nazi 
bias.) Paganelli, incidentally, is an intimate friend of Joe 
McWilliams and has worked closely with the pro-Nazi German 
American Bund. 

it is important to recall all this because, as another article in 
the “Jewish Survey” points out, the leadership of the anti- 
Semitic movement has shifted from the dark alleys of the 
Christian Front movement and from the Jeadership of the 
Coughlins and the Pelleys, the Winrods, and Edmondsons, into 
the halls of Congress. 7 
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As leaders, the highly-placed appeasers are of course, 
backed by the vocal rabble of pro-Nazi and Fascist organisa- 
tions of all kinds, for anti-Semitism, appeasement, and native 
fascism have coalesced to form one integrated picture. The Nazi 
attack on the U.S.S.R. and the Soviet's epic resistance have 
brought matters to a head. 

The frankest statement on the situation first appeared, not 
surprisingly, in the organ of the German American Bund, the 
Free AMERICAN AND DeUTSCHER WECKRUF UND BRrOBACHTER, 
which said: “ Russia is ruled by an international Jewish clique, 
agents of international powers . . . to-day Europe fights against 
Bolshevism and Plutocracy.” Native Fascists and anti-Semites 
immediately began to echo this note, and many anti-Communist 
and anti-Jewish broadsheets are now appearing. 


Hitler Calls the Tune 


it should not be forgotten that large sums of Nazi money 
were ticd up in America by the blockade. In the year betore 
Lease and Lend began to operate Great Britain spent some 
thousand million dollars in buying munitions and food in the 
U.S. German dollar holdings at the outbreak of war must 
have been of even greater dimensions, All this money could 
not be employed by Germany to purchase munitions because 
of the blockade; and it would Strange indeed if the 


Nazis did not put this money to some ‘good use. And. 


what better use, for them, than attempting to buy American 
public opinion so as to prevent help to the forces fighting for 
the preservation of civilisation and decency? 

There is much evidence of this corruption. Only last week 
Frank B. Burch, a Republican Party leader, in Akron, Ohio, 
was charged with failing to register as a secret propaganda agent 
of the German Government. It was alleged that ‘he used £2,500 
obtained from Kopp, the German Consul at Cleveland, to buy 
and circulate .propaganda pamphiets and publications, and that 
he distributed pamphicts against the Lease-Lend Bill 

And, as recounted above, the Assistant Attorney-General 
alleges that known German agents subsidised isolationist 
organisations which were in close touch with some of the anti- 
Jewish Congressmen. The picture is complete America’s 
quislings, drawn consciously or unconsciously into Hitler's 
service, faithfully do his bidding. They fullil the words uttered 
by the Fuhrer, as far back as 1933, in the hearing of Dr. 
Rauschning, his intimate acquaintance and former Nazi Presi- 
dent of the Danzig Senate: 

“Since the Civil War, in which the Southern States were 
defeated in violation of all historical logic and common sense, 
the American people have entered upon a plane of political and 
racial decadence. Nothing but National Socialist ideology can 
deliver the. American people from their oppressors and re- 
establish the premises of their national greatness. I will under- 
take the task of bringing America back to national purity. To 
begin with, the supremacy of the German-Americans must be re- 
established. . . . Before long we will have an organisation of 
Storm Troopers in the U.S.A. We will train our youth and 
make men of them so that the degenerate Yankees will be unable 
to stand up against them. To our youth will fall the task of 
fulfilling the great mussion that Washington was unable to 
accomplish and that corrupt democracy has trodden under foot 

“I assure you, gentlemen,” Hitler added, “ that when the 
time comes, I will mould your America according to my wish, 
and that she will provide Germany with the best support when 
we are ready to turn from Furope to greater tasks beyond the 
ocean.” And he concluded; “ We have at our command all 
the means to rouse that people, when we need them.” 


A HACKNEYED LINDBERGH LIE 


* Jewish Press Control ” 


Lindbergh, in his now notorious Des Moines speech 
which has led to such disorder in the Isolationists’ ranks, 
spoke of alleged Jewish influence in the American Press. .. 

These allegations, however have long ago been exposed in 
America for the lies they are. As far back as 1939, they were 
condemned as “ unqualifiedly talse by Dr. Samue!l McCrea 
Cavert, General Secretary of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America. Declaring that “ the facts in 
the case. readily ascertainable, are just the opposite,” Dr. Cavert 
pointed out that authoritative figures given’ in the International 
Year Book of Editor and Publisher showed that there were 
916 daily newspapers in 544 US. cities of over 15,000 population. 

Of these only 33 newspapers, or 34 per cent. of the total 
number are owned or controlled by Jews. One of these is the 
New York Times, “such an outstanding example of trust- 
worthiness and integrity that one wishes there might be more 
‘Jewish newspapers’ of this character.” 

The great news-gathering agencies in the United States, the 
Associated, Press, the United Press, and the International News 
Service, are also not controlled by Jews. On the board of 
the Associated Press. a mutual organisation representing more 
than 1,300 newspapers, there is not a single Jew, said Dr. Cavert. 
A similar situation prevailed in the ownership of the United 
Press, and the International News Service is owned and con- 
trolled by William Randolph Hearst, who, far from being a 
Jew. has been a supporter of the lsolationists. 

Five years ago, the magazine ForTUNE, in a survey into the 
allegations of “ Jewish control,’ found that in the vast roster 
of American business control. there were 97} Gentiles (practis- 
ing or non-practising) to two and a half Jews. 

Only in the cinema was the controlling influence about equally 
divided between Jews and non-Jews 


In a broadcast on Monday, Mfs. Roosevelt referred to Lind- 
bergh’s attack. on Jews, and said: ‘“* Sometimes I think that 
some Isolationist leaders forget that if they begin to break up 
this country into self-conscious racial and religious groups they 
will destroy the nation which they profess to want to preserve.” 

The American Jewish Committee and the Jewish Labour 
Committee have issued a joint statement rejecting ex-Colonel 
Lindbergh's charee that American Jews are pushing the United 
States into the war The statement emphasises that Jewish 
interests and American interests are indivisible. 


LESS ANTI-SEMITISM IN LATIN 
AMERICA 


Cuba Sentences Nazi Jew-Baiter 


Franz Thol, Nazi leader in Cuba, has been sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and to deportation in the first action 
against anti-Semitic propagandists ever taken by a Cuban court. 

Thol was charged with having conducted anti-Jewish agitation 
among the population. Six other members of the local Nazi 
Bund were acquitted owing to lack of evidence. In issuing 
its verdict the court applied the law existing in Cuba against 
anti-Negro discrimination, pointing out that anti-Jewish racial 
propaganda was as harmful to the country as the racial propa- 
ganda against Negroes | 

Meanwhile, satisfactory progress in democratic sentiment 
in Central and South American countries, as evidenced by a 
decrease in anti-Semitic propaganda and growing Pan-American 
solidarity, has been reported by Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Chair- 
man of the Administrative Committee of the World Jewish 
Congress. on his return from a_seven-weeks’ tour of Central 
and South American countries. The object of Dr. Goldmann ‘ 
tour was to get help for the political work of the World Jewish 
Congress, and to raise relief funds for victims of Nazi 
oppression.

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SCIENTISTS SPEAK 


THE international conference of scientists, which 
gathered last week to consider the part of science in 
the post-war world planning, was a memorable event. 
There were no Nazi scientists at that meeting. They 
had excluded themselves from it by their betrayal of 
everything for which science stands. In the wake of 
their foul treason “ intellectual darkness is° descending 
on their country.” Against this moral and intellectual 
slavery the conference has raised the banner of a truly 
holy war. A Fellowship of Science, with its Charter of 
Principles, has been proclaimed, followed by the solemn 
declaration that “any policy or power which deprives 
men or nations of their free practice convicts them as 
agents of an iniquity against the human race.” 

The scientists having proclaimed their principles, the 
question arises what positive steps will be taken to 
secure these principles being put into effect. In his intro- 
ductory address to the Conference, the President of the 
British Association, Sir Richard Gregory, asserted that 
scientists wanted to take an active part in the construc- 
tion of a new framework of civilisation in which the full 
services of their discoveries would be made available 
to improve conditions of life. In the commonwealth 
of science, he said, there were no social, racial, or 
geographical distinctions, and the conference was called 
to seek a common understanding of what science could 
do tor the betterment of the human race and authority 
to assist in the control of forces now used to degrade 
it. Then, M. Maisky warned us that the problem of 
large-scale planning in international affairs will become 
an acute one very soon after the war is over. The 
burning question will then be, as he points out, how 
to escape the repetition of the great catastrophe through 
which we have just passed, how to secure immunity 
from war for our children and the children of our 
children—* there will be no more important and 
passionate question than this.” To search for the 
answer to this question scientists as well as others have 
a tremendous obligation. They can bring their analyti- 
cal minds and trained powers of reasoning and deduc- 
tion to bear on the causes of war. They can; for 
instance, apply themselves to that most stubborn and 
baffling problem of minorities to solve which politicians 
have so far grievously failed, but which must be success- 
fully grappled with if the guns are not to roar again. 
And the collective intelligence of science should cer- 
tainly tackle that most debasing, persistent, and morally 
dangerous of human ills, anti-Semitism, investigating 
its causes with fresh minds, and exposing tts deadly 
perils to the peace of mankind. 

Science is international. As such it ought to con- 
front the anti-Semitic international, attacking it with 
the powerful armaments of scientific fact and reason. 
It is one of the peculiar dangers of anti-Semitism that 
it can take cover so easily under specious pleas that it is 
a side-issue only concerning a tiny unimportant minority. 
In fact it is an insidious plague as deadly and far- 
reaching in its ravages in the sphere of human relations 
as are cancer and venereal disease im the sphere of 
man’s physical being. Even to-day, with the glaring 
examples of the employment of this disease by Germany 
to corrupt and weaken her opponents, the danger of 
anti-Semitism is disregarded with the blissfulness of 
ignorance by the authorities in this country. Here is a 
task for the scientific mind, to unravel the numerous 
fungoid growths that cluster together and produce the 
evil, to analyse the disease in its symptoms and in its 
causes and devise a healthy regimen which will safe- 
guard the minds of mankind against this infection. 

There is more, much more, that science can do to 
speed and prosper a new and better order. But, if there 
is one thing more eternally true than any other, it ts 
that plans, however careful and however shrewd, depend 
for their success upon the spirit of those who frame 
them and of the masses who will live under them. It 
remains to-day as incontrovertibly true as in the day 
of King David that “except the Lord build the house 
they labour in vain that build it.” And that means that 
the builders must be moved by high purposes and those 
ideals which are the ideals of all religious faiths. There 
is no conflict between religion and science. Scientists 
have recognised that. It is their task to explore nature 
and its working, not to penetrate the mystery behind it. 
The one task is concerned with visible facts, the other 
with speculation and faith. The one begins where the 
other leaves off, and the two are not antagonistic but 
complementary. When science sets out to free the 


human mind from thraldom it is only echoing the cry 
of the Prophet—* The Lord hath sent me to proclaim 
liberty to the captives, and the opening of the prison 
to them that are bound.” But the experience to-day of 
the horrors which science can inflict when its “ freeing ~ 
of the mind is unaccompanied by the moral control of 
religion recalls the warning of the Prophet: “ Thou hast 
broken the yokes of wood; but thou shalt make for 
them yokes of iron.” When science reveals the 
majesty of the creation it is not at variance with the 
Psalmist who exclaims that “the heavens declare the 
glory of God and the firmament showeth His handi- 
work.” Yet the belief in the utter irreconcilability of 
the two still persists. MDhe time has now come for 
scientists themselves to make an organised drive against 
that destructive fallacy; already individual scientists 
have striven to that end. 

Science, remarked Lord Samuel at the conlerence, 
had a duty to share actively and keenly in the search 
for remedies for the unhappy plight of our times. 
Religion and philosophy, he said, were engaged in the 
same quest, and “only when all three recognised that 
they were interdependent, moving together in search 
of the common goal, would the problems of our 
troubled age approach ‘their solution.” It is only right 
and fitting that it should have been a Jewish voice that 
enunciated that great truth. 


RELIGION IN RUSSIA 


M. Maitsky’s statement on the Soviet attitude to religion 
will have caused no little satisfaction, and, it must honestly 
be admitted, a certain amount of surprise, having regard 
to popular beliefs on that subject. M. Marsky said 
that the Soviet Union considered that religion was a private 
matter for each citizen; that religion was not persecuted 
in Russia; and that every citizen there had the right to 
believe or not to believe, according to his or her own 
conscience. The Ambassador went on to quote Article 124 
of the Stalin Constitution to the effect that “freedom of 
religious worship and freedom of anti-religious propaganda 
is recognised forall citizens,” and he insisted that this 
provision was “ by no means a dead letter.” He even gave 
figures of the number of churches, priests, ministers of 
religion, etc, at work in his country—in no. connec- 


tion, by the way, does he seem to have made any. 


specific reference to Jews. In the light of M. Maisky's 
statement every fair-minded reader must admit that, what- 
ever may have occurred in the earlier days of the revolu- 
tion. the position under the Stalin Constitution, as set forth 
by M. Maisky. does appear very favourable. The Ambas- 
sador’s assurances are, therefore. to be warmly welcomed. 


PALESTINE, TOO? 


ON one point. perhaps, there is room for further en- 
lightenment. The Ambassador tells us that “ believers 
practise their religions freely, they frequent services, they 
marry.in church, christen their children, have religious 
funerals, celebrate religious festivals, elect leaders of their 
congregations.” One misses ‘from this catalogue any 
allusion to organised religious instruction by the various 
creeds. It may be that his further statement that no 
obstacles are put in the way of the activities of the various 
denominations, “so long as they remain in their natural 
sphere of their human conscience and faith,” covers also this 
particular and vital part-of all religion. The Article quoted 
from the Constitution, it will be seen, grants freedom of anti- 
religious propaganda, as well as of religious worship; on the 
principle, presumably, that what is right for the goose is 
right for the gander. It is at least possible, however, that 
the more blatant manifestations of anti-religionism will be 
gradually moderated as the intimacy between the Soviet 
Union and the more reverential British nation grows and 
deepens. Indeed, it has been observed with pleasure that the 
anti-religious propaganda among Russian Jews customary 
at this season of the year has been silent during the present 
Holy-days. Beyond any question, the soreness in British 
hearts over Yhe alleged religious persecution in Russia has 
been as responsible as any other factor for the mutual 
estrangement of recent years; and anything that contributes 
to its removal must further the new era of understanding 
and reconciliation that has now happily set in. There 
seems at the same time very good hopes that the day ts 
not far distant when better understanding will extend to 
Palestine also, and to the aims once cherished for Jews 
there by Russia’s new ally. 


A “MUST” 


Tue plea for continued support for the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, which we published from its President recently, 
will, one hopes, have met with a wide response. In normal 
times the Board, with its agencies of relief and healthy 
construction, took pride of place in the communal heart. 
To-day, with all the possibilities of further suffering that 
haunt us, it must present itself to us as more than ever 
indispensable. The Board, as Mr. Lionel Cohen reminds 
us, has played a humane part in the swift adaptation of 
its work to war. It stands ready to-day, unfalteringly, to 
continue those labours in the future, whatever of trouble 
it may hold. If only for that reason, it must be upheld and, 
indeed, strengthened. Our broad interests demand it. 
Patriotism demands it, and the charity, too, that never 
cries to the Jewish heart in vain. At the start of a more 
than ordinarily fateful New Year we can fittingly remember 
the insistence of our liturgy on the importance of human 
kindness. Charity is one of the three things which, before 
the Divine judgment seat, “ obliterate the evil decrees.” 


ET TU BRUTE! 


THe last bulletin of the Trades Advisory Council 
contained a number of criticisms of the recent decision of 
the London Shechita Board to withdraw licences from 
butchers convicted of offences against the Food Regula- 
tions. These criticisms can be easily and conclusively met 
by those conversant with the subject, and very likely by 
others less expert. The exigencies of space prevent our 
dealing with them here and in detail. The President of 
the Shechita Board dealt decisively at the last Deputies’ 
meeting with one of them, viz., the argument that a specific 
new regulation (imposing sanctions) was not necessary since 
the Board had always had the power to withdraw the 
licence of any holder regarded as not a fit and proper 
person to be entrusted with the handling of Kasher 
supplies. He pointed to the obvious truth that until the 
new law was promulgated it was not in the power of the 
Board to revoke a licence on the ground of overcharging, 
since those licences could only be withdrawn for 
quast-religious offences. Keen disappointment, how- 
ever, must be expressed when a body like the Shechita 
Board, having courageously and public-spiritedly taken 
action in a _ serious public matter, finds its attitude 
questioned by the T.A.C., with whose whole purpose in life 
this action, one would have thought, is in complete 
accord and sympathy. _Indeed, the T.A.C., as has 
already been pointed out, has ere now joined its 
voice to those calling for some stand of the kind 
against misdeeds which threaten the good name and peace 
of the Community. That. instead of welcoming the Board's 
move, the Council should discourage it, is, we repeat, 
disappointing. It is a good thing that the Shechita Board 
is not to be deterred from persevering in the course it has 
voluntarily taken, and it is to be hoped that, should this 
prove salutary, sanctions will be imposed by other 
Organisations im any direction the circumstances may 
demand. 


OLD CAUSES: NEW WAYS 

CLOSE observers must have noticed one pleasing change 
which has been slowly coming over our communal methods 
of late. They are showing a greater originality than ever 
before in our communal history. One very striking 
example of this was the holding of the service of the Day 
of Prayer in the ruins of the Great Synagogue. Few 
things could have appealed to the imagination, or touched 
the chords of poignant memories, or stirred the Jewish 
consciousness, or brought home the reality of the scourge 
that is to-day menacing mankind, more -than this veritable 
inspiration, as it may well be called. In causes less 
majestically grim one feels the same nascent readiness to 
depart from the old and the routine. The last-minute efforts 
to save the Jewish Home of Rest was one such departure, 
carried out by a handful of the rank and file. And it 
succeeded—though fresh ingenuity and public support are 
still urgently required to keep this merciful institution going. 
A letter on this:last-named institution appeared in our last 
issue, and will, it is earnestly hoped, have been read with 
sympathy. Another move into a more imaginative and 
rousing method of appeal was that contrived by the Jewish 
National Fund and that King of Schnorrers in a noble 
cause, Mr. Leopold Schen.- Known as the Declaration of 
Faith, it, too, succeeded. Indeed, almost throughout the 
list of recent appeals there has been a noticeable break with 
the old stodgy, stereotyped. somnolent approach, and a 
tendency to realise that a “ live” cause must be propagated 
by “live” means to “ live” people. The dull unoriginality 
et Victorian begging is now totally out of date. It is all 
a welcome credit item in the communal records, and full 
of promise for the time of reconstruction that is inevitably 
ahead, once the sword has been sheathed. 


COUNTING HEADS 

AT a recent meeting of the Jewish teatile and drapery 
traders called by the T.A.C., Mr. Sacher asserted that he 
was not interested in the question whether the proportion 
of evil-doers amongst Jews was less or greater than that 
among non-Jews. What did matter, he urged, was whether 
they (the Jews) had any of these offenders, and whether 
there was anything which they could do, as a Community, 
to stamp them out. There is a good deal of masculine 
common sense in this view. Beneath the worried question- 
ing about percentages there-lies the fear of anti-Semitism. 
But though, up to a point, this danger cannot be ignored, 
the far higher and more compelling consideration is, or 
should be, fear for the Jewish mentality and the Jewish 
character, and for all the things for which the Jew stands. 
and which give him his real and unique place in the world 
of men. It is not so much the respect of others as self- 
respect which must be our cardinal purpose. This talk of 
percentages is, in fact, illogical and silly; if only because 
Jewish prominence, if it existed, in certain classes of 
Offence could always be matched by the prominence of 
others in some other class of sin. It can only set up con- 
tention between different sections of the population, and in 
the process of counting and recounting sinful heads nervy 
Jews may drift into just that kind of panicky state which 
incites to Jew-baiting as a fleeing hare incites the hounds 
to chase. This is principally a question of Jewish dignity, 
and not of arithmetic. ! 


One other point made at the meeting deserves stressing 
—-the unfortunate fact that the war-time regulations of 
trade were, as the Chairman said, not drafted in simple 
language. This merely sets a premium on ignorance of 
the vagaries of legal English; of which, rather than of 
deliberate wrong-doing, at least some of the misdemeanants 
have chiefly or alone been guilty.

BRITISH UNFAIRNESS TO PALESTINE JEWS 
Mr. Israel Cohen’s Compiaint at Southport 


_ “ In no country in the world do the Jews have a grievance 
in not being allowed to fight for the country’s defence to the 
extent that they Wish, except in their own National Home.” 
So complained Mr. Isracl Cohen when he addressed the 
Southport Rotary Club recently on “ Palestine in the 
Present Conflict.” 

It was singular, he said, that at a time when all possible man- 
power was needed in Palestine, considerations not of a military 
nature were allowed to come into play that seriously handi- 
— the military contribution of the Jews. 

or, continued Mr. Cohen, were they given credit for what 
they did. for the Jewry of Palestine were always spoken of as 
Palestinians, and it was therefore impossible to know whether 
this meant Jews or Arabs. They did, however, know that 
whenever the gallantry of a Palestinian was referred to, it was 
three chances to one that it meant a Jew. In come cases. indecd 
the term was a misnomer if Palestinian meant a Palestinian 
citizen, for many of the Jewish soldiers were not Palestinian 
citizens; they were Jewish refugees from Nazi oppression who 
had not been in Palestine long enough to be entitled to citizen- 
ship, but who were nevertheless doing far more for the defence 
of Palestine and fo. the furtherance of the British war effort 
in the Near East than tens of thousands of Arabs who owed 
their liberty to British arms and were absolutely passive in the 
presem conflict. Those Jewish soldiers fought solely as Jews, 
and they should be given credit as such

REFUGEE HOSTEL CRITICISED 
Private Homes Praised 


Although they are not too well off financially, several 
Jewish working-class families in Glasgow who have taken 
refugee children into their homes have declined to accept 
payment for the children, Praise for this spirit of sell- 
sacrifice was given by Mrs. M. T. Mann, when she presided 
at the annual meeting of the Glasgow Refugee Childrens 
Aid Committee last week. These families, she added, were 
doing everything in their’ power to make the children happy 
and comfortable, and they had set a spendid example. 

Survevine the work of the Committee during the past year, 
Mrs. Mann stated that there were 155 children under the care 
of the Committee. Of this number, 47 children were accom- 
modated in private Jewish homes, while 14, who had been 
brought here privately but had not actually been placed by the 
Committee, were still in non-Jewish homes. Several of the girls 
had obtained situations and were maintaining themselves, while 
six had become probationer nurses. At the Hill Street Hostel, 
Glasgow, Mrs. Mann said that 22 boys were resident, 17 of 
whom were working, while three were studying at the Paisley 
echnical College, and the other two were still at school. 
She paid tribute to Mrs. Granville Heilbron, Mrs. Dora Woolf- 
son, and other members of the Committee for their work for 
the hostel! 

Several complaint. about conditions at the Skelmorlie Hostel 

where there are 19 refugee children—were voiced at the 
meeting Mr. Michael Black declared that it was imperative 
that something should be done to remedy the conditions at the 
hostel Mr. |. A. Levine. criticising the accommodation, said 
it was essential that proper heating facilities, lockers. linoleum, 
etc., should be provided while Mrs. B. Shenkin said that 
suggestions for improvements which had been previously put 
forward had not pveen well received by the Glasgow Jewish 
Evacuee Hostels’ Committee, which, apparently, resented any 
criticism of the administration of the hostel. 

Mrs. Mann reported on the satisfactory condition of the 
children at the Castle Douglas Hostel. and said that six girls 
had been placed in the Glasgow hostel that had been established 
by the Scottish National Council for Refugees, where both non- 
Jewish and Jewish girls were accommodated. These girls were 
being trained in various occupations, and would eventually be 
able to support themselves. Mrs. Mann aid tribute to Mr. 
Jack Hamson, J.P. Mr Ellis Isaacs, M.B.E.. J.P...Mr. Joseph 
Sachs, J.P, Miss B. Myers, and Miss L. Lehmann for then 
work during the past veai 

Submitting the financial report for the Garnethill Hostel, 
Mr. J. Hamson, Treasurer, said that the boys who were working 
were contributing Js. 6d. per week towards their upkeep. In 
addition, a proportion of their salary was banked for them 
each week. He said the hostel was being run efficiently and 
economially, and he thanked Mrs. Mann, Messrs. Michael 
Black, Alexander Stone, and Joseph Sagman for their co 
operation 


BRITISH OFFICER LAUDS REFUGEES 
Presides at Ilfracombe J.N.F. Meeting 


High praise was bestowed on German refugees encamped in 
England by Licut.-Colonel G. W. Coles, T.D., when he 
presided recently at a meeting at Alexander Hall, Lifracombe, 
in support of the Palestine Victory Campaign 

In September, 1939, he paid a visit to a refugees camp 
“ There were 3,000 of those fellows at that camp,” he said, 
“and they, in spite of great difficulties, had rebuilt a camp. that 
had been derelict for some 20 years What | saw was a 
credit’ not only to those men but to the military that was to 
tollow them in the occupation of the camp. Let me tell you. 
without romancing in the slightest degree, these men have gained 
nothing but credit, and they have built up such a reputation 
that there is competition among the Forces in this country for 
their work. These men are resourceful, adapatable, and keen 
to do whatever they can for this country.” 

Licut.-Colonel Coles spoke also about the good work of 
Palestinian Jewish soldiers, and ended with a plea for support 
for the Jewish National Fund campaign 

Other speakers were Mr. Theodor Kollek and Mr. Michaelis. 
Over a thousand people attended the meeting, which was 
organised by members of the Pioneer Corps.

Palestine as a Maritime Power ? 
[From our Correspondent—Leeps] 


In the fourth number of the “ Leeds Zionist,” the living 
newspaper of the Leeds Zionist Society, which was read 
recently to a large meeting of members, the editorial dealt 
with the careers of Herzl and Bialik in commemoration of 
their Yahrzeit. 

This was followed by ‘ Zebulun: the Birth of the Jewish 
Merchant Navy.” an article by Mrs. H. Diamond, in which she 
showed vividly and convincingly that Jewish moral and material 
streneth would be achieved by the formation of a Jewish Mer- 
chant Navy Such a navy would not only bring abundant trade 
to Palestine, but would also guard its coast when the need arose. 
Palestine, needed expansion beyond the sca coast, and there was 
a real probability of Paiestine becoming a maritime power. Mrs. 
Diamond gave a picture of the pioneer work done by the training 
schools on the coast. which inculcate unselfishness and heroism, 
and whose success had been demonstrated in London Navy 
examinations. But they were all too few. “ We must,” she 
declared, “ export and import with the world at large in Jewish 
ships manned by Jewish sailors speaking the Jewish language— 
nothing will give us the respect of the stations as would a 
courageous and seafaring youth.” The speaker ended with an 
appeal to Leeds Jewry for help in carrying on this work 

In Ideals (Mental Hygiene, Part IV), Dr. Edelston empha- 
sised that ideals are judged by the effort made to achieve them, 
and no ideal can be realised without a struggle

Perhaps the beans you chose 
were rather old; young fresh 
beans were recommended. Of 
you may have given them pro- 
longed soaking before cookinz. 
Do not soak the beans for more 
than two hours; then bring them 
to the boil; drain away the first 
water; cook in fresh water as 
usual. You should find them 
quite tender. Do not, of course, 
add any salt in cooking. 


Are cooked carrots as health- 
giving as raw carrots? 


Yes; but because cooking does 
reduce the protective value of most 
vegetables, you should cat a cer- 
tain amount of raw vegetable 
every day. The inclusion in salads 
of raw carrot, which is a good 
health protector, makes an appe- 
tising looking dish. Here is a 
winter salad which is novel and 
nice: Mix together 2 teacups 
grated raw cabbage heart, 2 tea- 
cups grated raw carrot and 1 tea- 
cup grated raw swede, Decorate 
with green celery tops and a little 
grated raw cauliflower.

Fascist Anarchy 
POLICE TO TAKE OVER 


The abortive attempt at mass escape by the Fascist 
detainees in Peel internment camp in the Isle of Man has 
brought to a head the whole controversy about the handling 
of Fascists by the authorities. As will be recalled. the 
attempt was stopped early on Monday morning when an 
escape tunnel 35 yards long and 10 feet deep was discovered. 

Riotous drinking and minor fights between Fascists attracted 
the attention of the guards about 2 a.m., and a rigorous search 
was made of the former boarding house in which they are housed. 

Fioorboards were lifted, and the opening of the tunnel was 
revealed—a shaft which led to a passage running under the 
road and past the guard house to the outside of the camp. 
Shaft and tunnel were expertly built, and had obviously taken 
many weeks to construct. 

The Fascists, according to one report, had arranged an 
“ escape celebration " party. They broke into the camp canteen 
and stole bottles of wine. They apparently planned a quiet 
party which was to develop into a rowdy carouse in order to 
draw the troops from the guard-house While the men emerged 
from the tunnel near by. 

But the party got out of hand and fighting brake out, bottles 
being used as weapons. Several internees were injured and a 
doctor was called. 

While guards were quelling the confusion, it is declared, an 
internce who had no hand in the plan gave away the secret 

Fight men are said to-have been placed in the camp gaol 
and preliminary inquiries have begun. At least 30 men are 
allegedly involved

Airmen’s Gallantry Recognised 


The O.B.E. has been conferred on Captain Hayman 
Harold Samson, of the South African Medical Corps. 


The Distinguished Flying Cross has been awarded to 
Lieutenant D. F. Jacobs, South African Air Force. 


The Distinguished Flying Medal has been awarded to 
Sergeant L. Zalsberg, R.A.F.V.R., No. 10 Squadron, in 
recognition of gallantry and devotion to duty in the execu- 
tion of air operations. 


Dismantied Live Landmine 


The Military Medal has been awarded ta Lance-Corporal 
Joseph Wallis, S.A.E.C., for gallantry and devotion to duty 
in the Middle East campaign. 

Lance-Corporal Wallis (24) is the third son of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. L. Wallis, 156, Third Avenue, Bezuidenhout, Valley North, 
Johannesburg. 

The official citation of the deed which gained him the award 
states | 

“ Lance-Corporal Wallis was in the subsection of the Sth Field 
Company of the S.A.E.C. which went forward to the Ist South 
African trish. While the vehicles were going up to the forward 
slopes of Two Tree Hill they came under artillery fire. Orders 
were given to withdraw the vehicles under cover. Lance-Corporal 
Wallis brought out his own vehicle and then walked back under 
shell-fire to remove a vehicle belonging to the infantry, whose 
driver had apparently not heard the order to withdraw the 
vehicles. 

“ Lance-Corporal Wallis then went forward with his sub- 
section, under Lieutenant Barker, following the advance of the 
infantry. The subsection was looking for minefields on the 
road. When the minefield on the left of the road was dis- 
covered owing to the first casualty in the S.A.1. being blown 
up, Lance-Corporal Wallis was the first man to get there. He 
dug with his bayonet until he found a mine, removed it and 
personally took it to pieces to discover how best these mines 
could be rendered harmless before removal. ; 

“This was a most courageous action, as the mines were 
home-made, and Lance-Corporal Wallis had absolutely no 
knowledge as to how they worked, and, as was subsequently 
discovered, most of the mines in this particular field were hair- 
trigger setting. Lance-Corporal Wallis knew precisely the effect 
the mines had on exploding, as one of the casualties blown up 
was still lying there, but, knowing it was essential to make them 
safe to handle, he unhesitatingly stripped the first one he came 
OSS 

A. brother, Private Jack Wallis (29), and a_ brother-in-law, 
Private Henry Bergstein, are also on active service. 


CAREERS. ADVICE 


All women aged 20 to 25 inclusive are, by a decision of 
the Minister of Labour and National Service, to be with- 
drawn from retail trade, other than food. This will be done 
through the machinery of the Registration for Employ- 
ment Order. The aim is to increase the number of women 
available for recruitment into the women's auxiliary ser- 
vices and other vital war work. } 

Both the trade unions and the employers’ side of the Retail 
Distributive Trades Conference have been consulted and they 
have expressed their intention of co-operating fully with the 
Minister. They have offered to form a central advisory panel 
to assist Mr. Bevin, and he has accepted the offer with apprecia- 
tion, especially as he realises that many cases will involve 

siderable sacrifice. 

"Tapuapen will be consulted beforehand, and if it is proved 
that a woman is a key worker and that time will be needed 
to train a substitute, a reasonable period will no doubt be 
allowed for. this. Women in these age groups running their own 
businesses will be able to appear and present their case for 
consideration on grounds of personal hardship before a women’s 
pancl of the local employment committec. 


New entries announced by the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service in the Schedule of Reserved Occupations and 
Protected Work include the reserving at Stages B and C in the 
wholesale drug trade of head assemblers, supervisors, and 
checkers of dangerous drugs and poisons (holding the certificate 
of approval from the Home Office) at the age of 35. Amend- 
ments made affect nut and bolt finishers, nut machinists; 
domestic appliance repairers (not strippers); cutters and knife 
cutters in waterproof, rubberised oilskin, and anti-gas clothing 
works (reserved at 30 in protected establishments, dereserved in 
unprotected establishments); moulders, turners, and dressers in 
abrasive wheel making: certain categories in cotton thread 
manufacture: coir-matting weavers; and a number of grades in 
canvas hosepipe manufacture. 


An announcement by the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service states that it has been brought to the Minister's notice 
that in some cases men over the age of 65 are under the im- 
pression that, as they have passed out of the Unemployment 
Insurance Scheme, they are no longer entitled to register for 
employment at Employment Exchanges. This ts incorrect, as 
men over the age of 65, if they are still fit for work, are 
entitled to register for employment at the Employment 
Exchanges.

UCCOT at the present time has an 
G stsitionai meaning for us. It has always 

been a picturesque festival, which linked 
us to the land, but this year, when so many 
of us have diligently “ dug for victory,” the 
harvest festival has a special significance. 
Originally we were an agricultural people, 
and although for many centuries we have 
had no land of our own to till, we still 
observe the three harvest festivals, and this 
year we are now gathering in the crops 
from our own gardens or allotments. It 
is with pride that we relate how much we 
have gathered and we can say a special 
“ Thank you” to God, who has helped us 
grow good food for our needs. 

In Biblical times, the Feast of Tabernacles 
was one of gratitude and rejoicing, not merely 
for the great historical and national blessings 
that saved and protected our ancestors during 
their long pilgrimage, but also for the rich 
gifts of Nature that had been granted during 
the year. Therefore, before the season changed 
to winter and in joyful acknowledgment of the 
treasures heaped up, when vinegroves and 
orchards, cornfields and oliveyards, had given 
up their produce, the ople publicly gave 
thanks for all the bountiful gifts, * give thanks 
to the Lord, for He is good, His mercy 
endureth for ever.” 


THe Succan 


Succot brings us close to Nature and teaches 
us to appreciate the lovely fruits and plants, 
the corn and other cereals that the carth yields 
in such abundance. In peace-time, the con- 
struction of the Succah and the eating of meals 
in it for seven days (in warm climates people 
even sicep in it) reminds us of the 40 years 
that the Israélites lived in the wilderress. It 
recalls to us that, living in temporary homes, 
as they journcyed from place to place, our fore- 
fathers thus generally had only frail coverings 
as roofs. Not only green leaves can be used 
for the covering of a Succah but anything that 
grows. Some people use mats of straw or 
reeds, and | have seen one with strips of wood 
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for the roof. This is also produce of the earth, 
and it all reminds us that God gives abundance 
from His earth. 

On Succot we have always, according to 
Biblical command, taken four different kinds 
of fruits and, binding the palm, the willow, 
and the myrtle together, and holding the fra- 
grant ‘citron, we have pronounced the blessing 
and ftormed a procession in the Synagogue, 
chanting hymns of praise during the circuit. 

am often asked why these four particular 
kinds, and what do they symbolise? 

The Lulab, or palm-branch, yields food to 
us, the luscious date: the myrtle has a sweet 
smell; the humble willow has neither food 
value nor fragrance but has beauty of form: 
while the Ethrog, or citron, combines food and 
fragrance, beauty, and form. So it is in life. 
some of us have some gifts, others different 
ones, while some fortunate people seem to 
possess everything, but like the four fruits that 
are linked in the service of God, we must use 
our special gifts as we can to be useful to 
both God and man. 


HosHana Rappa 


The Succot festival is a wonderful blending 
of joy and seriousness. As it comes so soon 
alter the solemnity of New Year and the Day 
of Atonement, we still feel the serious side: of 
life, and the seventh day of Succot. usually 
called Hoshana Rabba, is regarded as the com- 
piction of Yom Kippur. As on Shevuot. 
many people do not go to bed, but read the 
special service, which consists of extracts from 
the Torah and Mishna. 

The morning sérvice in the Synagogue is of 
a solenin nature. The use of the willow 
branches and the beating off of the leaves of 
the slender twigs is regarded by many as the 
final casting off of sin and so completes our 
full forgiveness from God. 

hope you will all spend a very happy 
Festival in spite of evacuation and war restric- 
tions, for to be happy on Yomtovy is a Mitzvah. 


SUCCOT 


Here is another version of what the four 
plants used on Succot are said to indicate: 

On the Festival of Succot we picture man and 
Nature combining to sing the praises of the 
Almighty. The elements of Nature are sym- 
bolised, the Rabbis tell us, by the Lulab and 
Ethrog. The deep yellow hue of the citron 
resembles fire; the lofty branches of the palm 
grow high into the air; the lowly myrtle grows 
close to the ground; and the willow, which 
rows beside the streams, symbolises water.

WOMAN-RUN WORLD 


PECULATIONS on the possible turns 

of history have always been a fascinat- 

ing. if slightly unprofitable, form of 
intellectual entertainment. Some years ago 
a volume was published entitled the “ Ifs 
Of History,” in which certain of the major 
possibilities were extended to their logical 
conclusions, but nobody seemed to be very 
much the wiser with regard to current 
events, as has since been abundantly, if 
painfully, proved. 

Apparently it requires a degree of intelligence 
by no means possessed by the great majority 
of mankind to learn from the experience and 
failings of those who have preceded us, and 
until the general level of intelligence has risen 
to the necessary height we shall continue to 
perpetuate the mistakes of our forebears, and 
only to realise through bitter suffering how we 
might have avoided some at least of ther 
troubles 

Among the most recent speculations ts one 
as to whether a world governed by women 
would have landed ftseli into is present 
terrible blood-bath. Would women have led 
the world into a devastating world war twenty 
years ago, and then, after the sacrifice of 
millions of young men in the flower of their 
manhood, have allowed conditions to. slide 
into such a state where yet another war became 
inevitable? The obvious and = superficial 
retort is. of course, that no body of human 
beings could have managed things woyse than 
they have been 


Dangerous to Generalise 


But it is unwise and dangerous to generalise 
in-a manner that would suggest that, because 
the governments of the world could have been 
feminine instead of masculine, afl those faults 
of greed, indolence, selfishness, and injustice 
would, therefore, have been miraculously 
absent from world policy. It raises, also, the 
old and tattered question of sex differentiation, 
which can only be generalised upon at the peril 
of really clear thought We are told, for 
instance, that women are as a sex less interested 
in geocral than in particular human atflatrs, 
that they are iffterested in persons but not in 
causes. This as a simple rule ts just not true. 
There are inhumerable women whose interests 
are exclusively personal. But then there are 
innumerable men similarly addicted. The 
same wisdom goes for human virtues, such as 
truthfulness, bravery, honesty, and imdustry; 
both men and women possess these good 
qualities just as. they provide innumerable 
examples of human bejngs devoid of them, 


When it comes to the field of achevement,. 


men take an unfair advantage when pointing 
the finger of scorn at women. Where, they 
demand, are the great women artists, poets, and 
politicians, and off they go smugly preening 
themselves, on their superiority as a sex. But 
this again is an illogical generalisation. For

wife or mother. The woman who devotes her 
life to the well-being of others, the nurse, 
teacher, welfare worker, or political adminis- 
trator, if she serves her fellow-beings truly, if 
she advances the cause of humanity, contri- 
butes to her generation the real advantage of a 
positive feminine influence. sometimes even 
greater than that which ts circumscribed by the 
limit of the family. 

When it comes to genius, it should be remem- 
bered that this much-maligned term often 
indicates a type of human personality exsen- 
tially abnormal in its constitution. Sickness, 
accident, misfortune, or an inherent inability 
to exercise self-control have been in many 
notable cases the stimulants of genius, and as 
women have biologically had to guard them- 
selves more carefully agamst such conditions 
for the future of the race, they have most prob- 
ably on that account failed to provide the world 
with spectacular instances of genius. If there 
had been innumerable Joans of Arc or Emily 
Brontés in the world there wou have been 
correspondingly less men to follow their early 
and childless demise! 

The point that really matters is that human 
beings should im «he conduct of their aflairs 
never seck to exploit the weaknesses of 
inherent pecuharities of each other. Men and 
women should not. regard each other as 
opponents. of whom, where possible, unfai: 
advantage should be taken. And in this sense 
a woman-run world-—that ts to say, a world in 
which the essential importance of woman is 
recognised fully—would not have precipitated 
two world wars m one. quarter of a century. 
For the exploitation of woman is part of the 
essential doctrine of force, just as is the ex- 
ploitation of all human beings. 

The meaning of the freedom for which we 
arc at present striving ts bound up with the 
dignity of mankind taken as a whole, which. 
of course, is composed as much of feminine as 
of masculine imterests. Jewish teaching has 
long recognised this truth, and although there 
have crept into Jewish custom and. practice 
many unnecessary and objectionable  anti- 
feminist angles of thought, fundamentally 
Jewish teaching, because tt makes the home the 
centre of spiritual values, really gives to woman 
the position that is naturally and desirably hers 
in human affairs

GREEN TOMATOES 


Severat readers have been asking what to do 
with the green tomatoes left on the plants 
Here are a few suggestions. 

When the first signs of frost appear, it is 
no use leaving the tomatoes on the plants any 
longe! Pick all the little ones, only leaving 
the dargest, some of which may be turning 
Cut off the branches bearing these, tie loops of 
string round the ends and hang them up, head 
downward, in a warm dry place. If hung up 
in the kitchen, keep well away from the cook 
ing stove. 

When ripe the tomatoes will be a much better 
flavour than those which are wrapped up or 
left on the window sill. 

Use the very smallest of those that were 
picked off if a clear mixed pickle or picallili. 
the others may be made into chutney, jam, o: 
conserve 


Green Tomato Chutney (1) 


Green tomatoes, 2 lb.; apples, 2 16. (windfalls 
will do): sugar, Ib.: onion, 4 @7.: salt. 2 
vinegar, | pt.: mustard seed. | oz allspice, 
} oz.; 2 dozen peppercorns. 

Cut up tomatoes and apples, put them in a 
pan with vinegar, and cook till soft Rub 
through a sieve, return to saucepan, with the 
spices tied in muslin, and finely chopped onion, 
and if available 207. sultanas. Simmer ver) 
gently tt hours. Remove spices, pour into hot 
jars and tie down. 


Green Tomato Chutney (2) 

Green tomatoes, 24) Ib.: apples, Ib.: sugar, 
{ib.: onion, 4 0z.: vinegar, | pint: cinnamon 
and cayenne, saltspoonful of each; 2 or 3 
cloves: peppercorns, 4 teaspoonful, 

SLICE tomatoes, put on a dish, sprinkling 
layers with salt. The following day drain and 
put in saucepan, with the peeled and finels 
chopped onion and apple, vinegar, spices, and 
sugar. Stir till sugar has dissolved, then 
simmer slowly till quite soft and of jam 
consistency. 


Green Tomato Jam 

Green tomatoes, 3 Ib.: apples, 2 Ilb.: sugar, 
34 Ib.; water, 1 gill; 2 cloves; -bruised root 
ginger, 4 oz. 

Soak tomatoes in salted water for 12 hours. 
Cut them up, peel, core, and slice apples, and 
put together in a saucepan, pour on the water, 
add bruised ginger and cloves tied in muslin. 
Simmer very slowly till soft. Remove trom 
stove, add warmed sugar, stir till dissolved, 
then bring to the boil and continue boiling ull 
it sets when tested, 20 to 30 minutes.
